One  of  the  outstanding  events  of  the  year  was  the  opening  by 
ie  Worshipful  the  Mayor  (Alderman  Mrs.  V.  F.  King  da  j  p  ) 

;  the  new  Surrey  House  Clinic,  situated  at  present  in  the  area 
I  ministered  by  the  Hampshire  County  Council  but  to  be  incor- 
'  rated  within  the  borough  when  the  extension  of  the  borough 
ilundary  is  effected.  This  is  the  first  post  war  clinic  of  a  permanent 
'.o7^  erected  and  will  serve  a  large  Corporation  housing 

::ate  and  generally  assist  mothers  living  in  the  area  who  have  had 
travel  some  considerable  distance  to  Sydney  House  Clinic. 
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Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  connection  with  the  g 
proposed  Millbrook  Health  Clinic  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  work,, 
of  building  will  be  commenced  during  1954. 

The  liaison  Meetings  between  representatives  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  County  and  County 
Borough  Medical  Officers  of  Health  together  with  their  respective  f. 
Principal  Administrative  Assistants,  have  been  held  regularly  during 
the  year.  Liaison  meetings  have  also  taken  place  between  the  South¬ 
ampton  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee,  the  Local  Health 
Authority  and  the  Executive  Council  for  Southampton.  Many 
matters  of  mutual  interest  to  those  responsible  for  the  operation 
of  the  health  services  have  been  discussed  at  these  meetings  which 
also  help  to  overcome  some  of  the  many  problems  arising  in  the 
carrying  out  of  these  duties. 

A  change  in  procedure  took  place  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
in  connection  with  the  Council  s  Care  and  After-Care  scl^me. 
Firstly,  the  Health  Committee  resolved  to  extend  the  scheme 
whereby  free  milk  is  provided  to  tuberculous  patients  to  cover  all 
such  cases  in  receipt  of  National  Assistance.  Previously  it  was 
found  that  a  number  of  these  cases  on  assessment  were  above  tH 
Corporations  income  scale  qualifying  for  a  free  issue  of  milk 
Secondly,  arrangements  were  made  with  the  National  Assistance 
Board  for  tuberculous  patients  in  receipt  of  National  Assistance 
and  requiring  help  in  the  provision  of  bedding  and  clothing  to  < 
dealt  with  by  the  National  Assistance  Board,  following  investigatioi 
by  the  health  visitor.  The  Local  Managers  of  the  Board  have  kindf 
supplied  me  with  information  as  to  the  amount  of  help  they  hav^ 
been  able  to  afford  and  this  information  is  reported  at  regula 
intervals  to  the  After-Care  Committee. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  th: 
Committees  with  which  I  am  concerned  for  their  continued  suppor 
during  the  past  year,  and  to  the  staff  of  all  sections  of  the  Depari 
ment  I  record  my  sincere  thanks.

Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  provides  medical  care 
at  the  children’s  home,  has  provided  the  following  report  on  the 

two  outbreaks  there. 

On  24th  April  a  tweeny  was  found  to  have  enteritis  and  this 
was  due  to  a  Sonne  dysentery  infection.  Six  days  later  two  more 
children  and  one  nurse  were  effected.  Further  cases  occurred  up 
to  6th  June,  42  being  notified,  but  among  these  there  were  6  symptom* 
less.  The  origin  of  the  outbreak  was  not  determined. 

In  October  and  November  a  further  outbreak  occurred  in 
the  nursery,  the  first  case  being  a  tweeny  who  had  diarrhoea  on 
returning  from  a  week-end  at  home  with  a  parent.  This  proved 
to  be  Sonne  dysentery,  and  gave  rise  to  10  other  cases  among  the 
children.  Two  nurses  were  later  found  to  be  excreting  the  organism, 

but  without  any  symptoms. 

The  other  cases  notified  were  single  cases  with  the  exceptior 
of  two  children  affected  in  each  of  two  families.  Wherever  possibk 
specimens  were  obtained  from  other  members  of  families,  bui 
were  not  found  to  contain  dysentery  bacilli.  One  case  was  a  boy  ol 
three  years  who  was  ill  on  arrival  by  air  from  Khartoum. 

Poliomyelitis.  Twenty-three  cases  were  notified  including  om 
case  of  polioencephalitis.  Six  were  non-paralytic.  Twenty-threi 
other  patients  were  admitted  to  the  infectious  diseases  war  s  a 
the  Chest  Hospital  as  suspected  cases  of  poliomyelitis.  In  seventeei 
a  different  diagnosis  was  made,  and  the  other  six  were  undiagnose( 

on  discharge. 

No  confirmed  case  was  notified  in  1952  after  27th  Novembe 
and  the  first  confirmed  case  in  1953  became  ill  on  22nd  April,  m 
next  cases  diagnosed  were  sisters  who  became  ill  on  the  25th  an 
26th  April.  The  homes  in  question  were  more  than  m 
miles  apart,  and  detailed  enquiry  failed  to  establish  any  connectio 

between  them.

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SOUTHAMPTON  CREMATORIUM 

Cremations  carried  out  at  the  Southampton  Crematorium 
during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1953,  totalled  1,701,  repre¬ 
senting  an  increase  of  265  over  the  previous  year,  and  being  almost 
equal  to  the  1,732  burials  taking  place  m  the  municipal  Cemeteries. 

As  many  as  407  cremations  took  place  in  the  first  two  months 
of  the  year,  underlining  the  wisdom  of  the  Cemeteries  and  Crema¬ 
torium  Committee  in  installing  a  third  cremator  m  1952. 

Of  those  cremated  at  Southampton,  487  died 
to  28.6%  of  the  total  cremations,  and  21.4%  of  the  total  deaths 

occurring  in  the  Borough.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

The  Waterworks  Engineer  and  Manager  has  kindly  supplied 
me  with  a  full  report  of  the  Southampton  Corporation  Waterworks 
which  is  substantially  the  same  as  appeared  in  my  1950  Report. 
In  that  Report  reference  was  made  to  the  construction  of  a  second 
instalment  of  the  Works  of  the  River  Itchen  Supply  which  would 
bring  the  amount  of  water  available  from  the  River  up  to  7,000,000 
gallons  a  day  out  of  the  total  quantity  of  10,000,000  gallons  a  day 
which  the  Corporation  has  power  to  abstract  and  the  Waterworks 
Engineer  informs  me  that  those  new  Works  were  brought  into  use 
in  June  1953.  The  quality  and  quantity  of  the  water  have  been 
satisfactory.  Bacteriological  examinations  of  both  raw  and  treated 
water  have  been  made  once  a  week.  The  following  table  shows  the 
number  of  examinations  and  results  obtained.

The  systematic  treatment  of  the  sewers  has  been  continued: 
and  the  Ist  Maintenance  Treatment  was  undertaken  during  March, 
1953,  when  254  manholes  were  baited.  Of  these  it  was  found 
necessary  to  poison  bait  105  manholes. 

The  Annual  10%  Test  of  the  3,233  manholes  in  the  sewer 
systems  was  carried  out  in  June  and  from  the  result  of  this  test  the 
2nd  Maintenance  Treatment  was  formulated.  194  manholes  were 
baited  during  this  treatment  which  was  done  in  July,  1953. 

It  was  found  during  the  10%  Test  that  the  Portswood  sysUmr 
was  reasonably  free  from  rats  and  only  12  manholes  were  baited 

in  this  area  during  the  2nd  Treatment. 

Infestation  in  the  east  of  the  Itchen  was  mainly  in  the  lower  i: 
area,  the  other  parts  being  almost  free  of  rats. 

There  was  no  apparent  build-up  in  the  rat  population  m  the 
Shirley  system,  the  main  pocket  being  in  the  area  of  Foundry  Lane. 

The  Town  system  still  showed  the  greatest  infestation  and 
whilst  no  reduction  in  the  rat  population  was  noticed  in  comparison 
with  the  previous  treatment,  no  build-up  has  taken  place.

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object  of  this  was  not  only  to  ascertain  whether  they  were  being 
satisfactorily  conducted  but  also  to  provide  a  complete  check  on  the 
register.  Experience  has  shown  that  many  of  these  premises  changed 
hands  frequently  and  that  new  businesses  are  established  without  the 
occupiers  realizing  their  obligation  to  effect  the  necessary  registration. 

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  to  hairdresser  s  premises  during 
the  year  was  399,  in  the  course  of  which  it  was  found  necessary  to 
give  73  verbal  warnings  in  respect  of  infringements  of  the  Act  or  ot 
the  byelaws.  These  warnings  generally  concerned  failure  to  register, 
or  breach  of  the  byelaws,  such  as  the  provision  of  covered  bins  tor 
hair  clippings,  the  cleanliness  of  floors,  the  exhibition  of  copies  o 
the  byelav/s,  etc.  It  may  be  said  that  the  general  standard  oi  hair¬ 
dressing  premises  is  good  and  that  the  trade  itself  in  general  evinces  a 
progressive  attitude  and  is  keenly  alive  to  the  necessity  of  main¬ 
taining  a  high  standard  of  hygiene.  Of  the  total  number  of  diese 
shops  only  8  were  found  to  be  of  an  indifferent  standard  and  ettorts 
were  instituted  to  improve  them.

PHARMACY  AND  POISONS  ACT,  1933 

The  duties  of  this  Department  are  restricted  to  the  supervision 
of  the  sale  of  poisons  in  Part  2  of  the  Poisons  List  m  shops  otlieri 
than  chemists  and  pharmacists.  The  principal  preoccupation 
imposed  by  these  duties  is  concerned  with  the  sale  ot  listed  poisons: 
in  food  shops.  This  generally  takes  the  form  of  household  disintect- 
ants  falling  within  the  poisons  schedule  and  commonly  solo  oy 
grocers  and  general  shops.  Supervision  is  also  called  for  m  the  case 
of  such  premises  as  seedsmen  and  hardware  merchants,  some  o 
whom  retail  poisonous  weed-killers  or  agricultural  insecticides.

It  was  found  necessary  to  take  proceedings  under  the  Ac 
against  the  owner  of  a  bakehouse  in  respect  of  structural  detects  t 
the  premises.  The  bakehouse  had  been  let  whilst  the  buildin^g 
still  in  fact,  unfinished,  some  extensions  and  alterations  havini 
been  undertaken  before  the  previous  occupier  left.  It  was  considerei 
that  the  owner  was  liable  under  Section  13  (2)  of  the  Act,  becaua 
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the  defects  complained  of  amounted  to  failure  to  complete  the  build- 
bakehouse.  This  case  had  been  occupying  the  attention 
of  the  department  for  over  two  years  and  the  owner  was  eventually 
summonsed.  The  Magistrates  imposed  a  fine  of  £5  with  a  daily 
penalty  of  40/-  until  the  work  was  completed.  The  owner  sub¬ 
sequently  incurred  a  penalty  of  £38  byway  of  continuing  penalty, 
but  on  appearance  before  the  Magistrates  had  £18  of  this  remitted! 

In  carrying  out  inspections  under  the  Act  the  Department’s 
nspectors  have  had  the  benefit  of  byelaws  made  under  Section  15 
and  these  provided  a  useful  amplification  of  the  provisions  of 
Section  13.  The  importance  of  promulgating  the  principles  of 
pod  hygienic  practice  in  the  individual  has  been  kept  constantly 
m  mind.  Every  possible  opportunity  is  being  taken  to  stress  the 
contribution  which  the  food  handler  could  make  to  the  production  of 
safe  food  and  it  is  very  gratifying  to  record  that  on  several  occasions 
talks  have  been  given  to  the  staff's  of  food  premises  at  the  request 
of  the  proprietors.  A  lecture  on  food  hygiene  was  given  in  the 
'Vutumn  to  the  staff  of  the  School  Meals  Service  of  the  Education 
Department.  This  lecture  was  requested  by  the  Education  Depart- 

uent  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  attendance,  which  was 
3urely  voJuntary,  amounted  to  230. 


SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

During  the  year  a  total  of  769  visits  were  made  under  this 
Vet.  In  the  course  of  these  visits  222  infringements  of  the  Act  were 
loted.  Written  notices  were  served  in  respect  of  5  of  these  infringe- 
aents  and  the  remainder  were  dealt  with  by  verbal  notice.  The  great 
'ulk  of  these  infringements  were  in  connection  with  the  keeping 
nd  exhibiting  of  the  statutory  forms  and  notices  required  by  the 
^ct  in  relation  to  the  employment  of  assistants. 

Two  cases  occurred  where  it  was  necessary  to  take  steps  to 
nplement  the  requirements  of  the  Act  as  to  the  maintainance  of  a 
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suitable  and  sufficient  temperature  and  one  case  where  the  lighting 
of  the  shop  was  not  considered  to  be  satisfactory. 

Of  the  total  number  of  visits  67  took  place  on  Sundays  in  the 
course  of  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  as  to  Sunday 
trading.  This  matter  occasionally  gives  rise  to  considerable  trouble. 
The  worst  offenders  appear  to  be  the  “mixed”  shop  of  the  “general 
type.  Many  of  this  type  of  shop  are  kept  open  at  least  for  a  time 
on  Sundays  and  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  ensure  that  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  are  observed  with  sufficient  scrupulous  nicety  to  avoid 
complaint  by  other  traders  whose  shops  are  not  open.  Indeed,  in 
this  respect  the  Act  appears  to  be  cumbersome  in  its  application 
and  difficult  to  administer,  for  it  cannot  be  denied  that,  so  far  as 
the  mixed  shop  is  concerned,  the  occupier  is  at  some  disadvantage, 
not  only  in  distinguishing  between  what  he  may  or  may  not  legall) 
sell  but  also  in  avoiding  offence  to  customers  who  frequently  cannoi 
understand  why  they  should  be  able  to  purchase  certain  goods  anc 
be  denied  others. 

At  the  Christmas  period  considerable  difficulty  was  agaii 
experienced  with  the  interpretation  of  Section  1  (5)  of  the  Act  a 
it  applied  to  the  keeping  open  of  shops  on  their  normal  early  closin 
day  preceding  the  Bank  Holiday.  Enquiries  appear  to  show  tha 
there  is  considerable  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  the  interpretatio 
which  may  legally  be  placed  on  this  sub-section  and  it  is  to  b 
hoped  that  any  forthcoming  amendment  to  the  Act  will  includ 

clarification  on  the  point. 

In  order  to  bring  the  Register  of  Shops  up  to  date  a  censi 
was  completed  during  the  year.  This  showed  that  the  total  numb* 
of  shops  in  the  Borough  was  3,055,  divided  as  shown  in  the  followir 
table.  By  the  time  this  report  appears,  however,  the  total  will  ha^ 
advanced  owing  to  the  extensive  rebuilding  now  going  on  in  varioi 
parts  of  the  town.

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ICE  CREAM 

It  was  noted  in  the  last  annual  report  that  the  numbers  of 
local  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  were  tending  to  diminish,  while 
the  numbers  of  vendors  of  the  product  increased.  The  year  under 
review  has  seen  a  continuation  of  this  trend.  It  is  reflected  in  the 
state  of  the  Ice  Cream  Register  which,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  had  the 
appearance  shown  in  the  following  table. —

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  number  of  local  manufacturers  has 
again  fallen;  this  drop  is  resultant  upon  four  registered  manufacturers 
going  out  of  business.  The  registrations  dealt  with  by  the  Port  and 
Public  Health  Committee  during  the  year  amounted  to  62.  All 
these  were  applications  for  registration  as  vendors  of  ice  cream  and 
40  of  them  were  new  applicants.  The  remaining  22  were  applications 
by  new  occupiers  of  premises  already  registered.  (The  Council  have 
retained  the  power  to  require  the  registration  of  the  person  which 
is  contained  in  Section  127  of  the  Southampton  Corporation  Act.' 
1931).  The  Council  approved  all  these  applications  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  one,  which  was  made  by  the  proprietor  of  a  fried  fish  pc 
chip  shop  with  a  fish  snack  bar  at  the  rear.  The  applicant  excercisec 
his  right  to  appear  before  the  Committee  and  was  legally  represented: 
The  Committee  adhered  to  its  decision  to  refuse  the  application 
and  the  decision  was  accepted  by  the  applicant  without  further  demun 

The  continuing  reduction  in  the  number  of  premises  registerec 
for  the  wholesale  storage  of  ice  cream  is,  like  the  disappearance  o 
some  local  manufacturers,  indicative  of  the  strenuous  competitio] 
which  exists  in  the  ice  cream  trade.  It  has  been  observed  that  man 
more  vendors  are  now  retailing  the  products  of  the  larger  manu 
facturing  firms,  who  enjoy  certain  obvious  advantages  over  th: 
smaller  local  manufacturer.  In  the  foreseeable  future  there  is  ni 
reason  to  suppose  that  the  present  tendency  will  undergo  any  veri 
marked  change  and  it  is  to  be  anticipated  that  the  number  of  vendor 
will  continue  to  increase.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  observance  c 
the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment  etc.)  Regulations,  1947-195. 
imposes  a  considerable  burden  on  the  smaller  manufacturer  nc

lonly  by  way  of  expense  but  also  in  the  maintenance  of  the  elaborate 
equipment  with  which,  under  those  Regulations,  he  has  had  to 
provide  himself. 

Of  the  18  manufacturers  on  the  Register  all  but  5  are  using  the 
Lold  mix  method.  This  merely  resolves  itself  into  the  reconstitution 
Df  a  dehydrated  powder  which  has  already  been  heat  processed  by 
the  manufacturer.  Without  exception,  those  using  this  method  are 
>mall  shop-keepers  who  make  only  sufficient  for  their  own  customers, 
rhe  5  registered  manufacturers  using  hot  mix  have  all  provided 
themselves  with  the  equipment  necessary  to  satisfy  the  Regulations, 
rhis  includes,  of  course,  pasteurising  vats,  homogenisers,  coolers  and 
igeing  vats.  Recording  thermometers  have  been  fitted  in  accordance 
vith  the  regulations  and  these  are  found  to  be  working  satisfactorily, 
rhey  have  been  sited  after  consultation  with  the  Inspectors  of  this 
lepartrnent  and  they  are  so  arranged  as  to  provide  a  check  upon  the 
pasteurising  treatment  and  the  custody  of  the  mix  in  the  aging  vat. 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment  etc.)  Amendment  Regulations, 
952,  have  provided  an  alternative  method  of  H.T.S.T.  treatment 
or  the  mix,  subject  to  certain  safeguards.  None  of  the  5  manu- 
acturers  using  a  hot  mix  treatment  makes  use  of  this  method.  The 
■urrent  practice  is  to  raise  the  mixture  to  between  160°  and  180° 
or  at  least  10  minutes. 

The  number  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  was  73.  The 
vhole  of  the  samples  were  examined  by  the  methylene  blue  test 
nd  the  results  were  as  follows  : —

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It  will  be  observed  that  the  average  standard  of  these  samples 
easily  satisfies  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Standards  (Ice  Cream) 
(Amendment)  Order,  1952.  It  is  a  fact  that  each  individual  sample 
met  the  required  standards  with  ease.  It  is  to  be  observed  that, 
whereas  during  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  a  wide  variation 
in  the  fat  content  of  samples,  an  examination  of  the  chemical  test 
carried  out  from  the  present  year’s  samples  has  shown  that  there  is 
a  much  greater  uniformity.  This  is  probably  due  partly  to  the  falling 
off  in  the  sales  of  locally  made  products  and  partly  to  the  increase 
in  the  sales  of  nationally  known  ice  creams,  the  composition  of 
which  is  markedly  uniform. 

Neighbouring  local  authorities  in  whose  areas  local  manu¬ 
facturers  have  retailing  agents  have  during  the  year  followed  their 
usual  practice  of  sending  notifications  of  samples  taken  of  these 
products.  The  following  table  shows  the  nature  of  these  notifications

Some  explanation  as  to  the  10  unsatisfactory  samples  referrec 
to  in  the  fore-going  table  is  necessary.  Upon  investigation  it  wa: 
found  that  all  the  samples  had  a  common  source,  which  was  i 
local  manufacturer  in  a  fair  way  of  business.  The  Eastleigh  Autlio 
rities,  in  following  up  a  grade  3  sample,  took  a  series  of  samples  Iron 
the  same  source  and  this  led  to  a  close  investigation  of  the  manu 
facturer’s  plant  and  his  method  of  distribution.  It  was  found  tha: 
that  the  persistent  contamination  was  the  result  of  a  bacteria  tra] 
in  the  gland  of  the  homogeniser.  Following  recommendations  inad'. 
by  the  department  the  manufacturer  altered  his  method  of  packmi 
this  gland  and  the  trouble  disappeared.

These  include  visits  both  to  manufacturers  and  vendors  but  do  nc 
include  visits  made  for  the  purpose  of  taking  samples.

FERTILISER  AND  FEEDING  STUFFS  ACT,  ETC. 

The  three  Government  controlled  slaughterhouses  continued 
to  operate  throughout  the  year.  During  November  I  drew  the 
attention  of  the  Committee  to  the  Abattoir  in  Spa  Road  and  the 
Council  made  representation  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  that  the 
Abattoir  should  be  closed  as  being  unsuitable  by  reason  of  its  siting 
and  construction.  The  Ministry  on  considering  this  representation 
intimated  that  operations  at  this  slaughterhouse  would  cease  on 
February,  27th  1954. 

The  Inspectors  attended  the  slaughterhouses  during  the  period 
of  slaughtering  and  in  addition  the  following  visits  were  made  . 

337  visits  to  butchers’  shops  and  meat  manufacturing  premises, 

3,506  visits  to  shops,  stores,  markets,  etc., 

131  visits  to  dairies, 

49  complaints  concerning  foodstuffs  were  investigated. 

The  carcases  and  offals  of  37,875  animals  were  examined. 
The  routine  inspection  included  a  search  for  the  parasite  Cysticercus 
Bovis  and  during  the  year  63  localised  cases  were  detected.  The 
carcases  were  subjected  to  the  approved  treatment.

The  dairies  were  visited  regularly  and  attention  given  to  the  i 
pasteurising  plants,  bottle  washing  machines  and  other  equipment. 

36  washed  bottles  were  taken  from  dairies  and  tested  for 
sterility.

Health  Service  in  Southampton  for  the  year  ending  31st  Decem¬ 
ber,  1953. 

The  Report,  as  far  as  Sections  I  -  XVI  are  concerned  has  beer 
compiled  in  the  form  and  sequence  requested  by  the  Minister  o 
Health  in  a  memorandum  issued  in  1952  to  Medical  Officers  o 
Health  of  Port  Health  and  Riparian  Authorities.  An  addenduir 
to  Section  XIII  is  included  in  the  Report  at  the  request  of  the  Ministe; 
of  Health.  Other  matters  dealing  with  the  Port  Health  Service,  bu 
not  specifically  requested  by  the  Minister,  are  also  included  in  th 

Report.  ,  r  r  • 

During  the  year,  1,695  vessels  and  62  flying-boats  from  foreigi 

ports  were  boarded  on  arrival,  and  621  re-visits  were  made  to  sucl 
vessels  after  arrival,  662  coastwise  vessels  were  visited  and  16*' 
re-visits  were  made  to  coastwise  vessels  after  arrival.  The  combine: 
total  of  visits  and  re-visits  made  to  vessels  from  foreign  ports  anf 
coastwise  was  3,201. 

1,720  sanitary  inspections  of  vessels  were  made,  282  nuisance 
or  defects  were  ascertained  on  193  vessels.

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Referring  to  the  preceding  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  highest 
percentage  of  defective  ships  occurred  in  1949,  The  subsequent  fall 
in  percentage  is  in  accord  with  the  general  impression  of  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  standard  of  galleys,  pantries,  provision  storerooms,  and 
crew  accommodation — particularly  in  the  modern  oil  tankers,  and 
in  many  coasting  vessels. 

There  also  appears  to  be  a  steady  improvement  in  ship  main¬ 
tenance  generally. 

To  deal  with  infestations,  particularly  by  cockroaches,  many 
owners  are  now  making  regular  use  of  insecticidal  sprays,  applied  as 
a  routine  measure  by  experienced  contractors  whilst  the  vessels 
are  in  port.

The  Order  revoked  the  Southampton  Shell-Fish  Order,  1936, 
and  prohibits  the  sale  for  human  consumption  of  cockles,  winkles,: 
mussels,  butterfish  or  whelks  taken  from  that  part  of  the  area  over 
which  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  extends  by  virtue  of  the  South¬ 
ampton  Port  Sanitary  Order,  1935,  north  of  a  straight  finedrawn, 
from  Stone  Point  on  the  west  boundary  to  Hill  Head  on  the  east 
boundary  of  such  area. 

Copies  of  the  Order  were  posted  at  various  points  during  thei 
year. 

Observations  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  during  the  yean 
by  officers  of  this  Authority  ;  no  infringement  of  the  previous  Orderi 
and  the  New  Order  has  been  noted.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

Under  the  Above  Act,  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  i 
(Application  to  Shipping)  Order,  1951,  it  is  the  duty  of  a  local 
authority  to  secure  so  far  as  practicable  that  any  vessel  in  their  i 
district  which  is  not  a  sea-going  ship  is  kept  free  from  rats  and 
mice. 

The  Port  Health  Authority  has,  on  behalf  of  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  carried  out  the  inspection  of  vessels 
trading  within  the  limits  of  the  United  Kingdom,  Channel  Islands,; 
Isle  of  Man,  Eire,  and  Northern  Ireland,  and  has,  after  such  inspec¬ 
tion  issued  the  appropriate  Rodent  Control  Certificate. 

During  1953,  124  Rodent  Control  Certificates  were  issued  by 
this  Authority.  The  period  of  validity  of  certificates  granted  under:

SOUTHAMPTON  AIRPORTS  —  HEALTH  CONTROL 

The  Borough  Council  at  the  request  of  the  Minister  has,  on  his 
behalf  continued  to  operate  the  health  controls  at  the  Marine 
Airport,  Southampton  and  the  Southampton  (Eastleigh)  Airport. 
The  Health  Control  at  the  Eastleigh  Airport  is  only  occasionally 
required,  as  arrivals  from  outside  the  British  Isles  are  infrequent. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Aircraft)  Regulations,  1952,  62  flying- 
boats  from  foreign  airports  were  dealt  with  by  officers  of  the  Port 
Health  Authority.  The  number  of  passengers  who  landed  from  the 
aircraft  was  1,463. 

The  flying  boats  using  the  Marine  Airport,  have,  during  the 
year  under  review,  been  operated  by  the  Aquila  Airways,  Ltd.,  the ' 
aircraft  dealt  with  were,  with  a  few  exceptions,  on  a  service  main¬ 
tained  to  and  from  Madeira. 

During  the  year,  57  flying-boats  arrived  from  Madeira,  3  from 
Gibraltar,  1  from  Singapore  and  1  from  Lagos. 

One  passenger  suffering  from  pyrexia  was  landed  from  a  flying- 
boat  arriving  from  Madeira  and  was  removed  to  the  Southampton 
Chest  Hospital. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  major  infectious  disease  occurring 
among  passengers  and  crew  after  they  had  arrived  in  this  country.

Mothercrafl  classes  are  held  regularly  at  three  of  the  health 
mics,  and  are  restricted  to  women  having  their  first  babies.  Amongst 
le  subjects  covered  is  gas  and  air  analgesia,  with  demonstrations, 
nte-natal  and  post-natal  relaxation  exercises  are  given  regularly 
ncouragmg  reports  in  connection  with  these  classes  are  received 
om  the  Southampton  General  Hospital  Maternity  Unit  and  from 
Jrsmg  homes  in  which  patients  have  been  confined.  Maternity 
itfits  are  supplied,  free  of  charge,  to  all  patients  having  their 
)nfinements  at  home.  These  outfits  are  issued  at  the  clinics  on  the 
•oduction  of  a  note  sent  by  the  midwife  booked  to  attend  the  case. 
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Child  Welfare. 

During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  there  were  six  child  welfare 
centres  in  operation  covering  the  majority  of  the  larger  residential 
areas  of  the  town.  This  number  was  increased  to  seven  as  a  result 
of  the  opening  of  a  centre  at  the  new  Surrey  House  Health  Clinic 
on  11th  December.  Each  centre  is  in  the  charge  of  an  assistant 
medical  officer  of  health,  assisted  by  health  visitors,  and  one  or  more 
clinic  assistants.  Facilities  are  available  for  periodic  weighing,  med 
ical  examination,  sunlight  treatment,  smallpox  vaccination,  anc 
immunisation  against  diphtheria.  Immunisation  against  whooping 
cough  is  arranged  upon  parental  request.  Children  requiring  exam 
ination  by  consultants  are  referred  to  the  appropriate  local  authonb 
clinic  or  to  hospital.

All  inf\ints  weighing  up  to  5}  lb.  at  birth  are  included  under  this 
heading.  Where  the  home  conditions  are  suitable  and  the  parents 
are  capable  of  caring  for  the  child,  the  premature  baby  remains  at 
home.  Special  equipment  is  supplied  by  the  department,  including 
a  cot,  and  the  provision  of  hot  water  bottles,  and  the  midwife 
continues  to  attend  until  the  feeding  is  fully  established,  the  infant 

gaining  in  weight  and  the  mother  considered  able  to  care  for  the 
child  hejself. 


In  cases  where  the  home  conditions  are  unsuitable,  or  when 
the  clinical  condition  indicates  it,  the  child  is  immediately  taken  to 
hospital  by  ambulance  in  a  special  cot  with  the  necessary  equipment 
a  trained  midwife  being  in  attendance.  On  subsequent  discharge, 
the  case  is  kept  under  regular  supervision  by  a  health  visitor.

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Other  Provisions 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  four  day  nurseries  were 
in  operation  in  Southampton  for  the  care  of  children  under  school 
age  whose  mothers  are  engaged  in  employment.  The  nursery  in 
Trernona  Road  was  closed  on  31st  March.  Accomodation  is 
available  at  the  remaining  three  nurseries  for  a  total  of  75 
children. 

A  graduated  scale  of  charges,  instituted  by  the  Health 
Committee  in  accordance  with  the  powers  granted  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1952,  ranged  from  a  maximum  charge 
of  6s.  lOd.  per  day,  the  average  cost  per  place  provided,  to  a  minimum 
of  2s.  Id.  per  day,  the  cost  of  meals  provided,  in  respect  of  the 
first  child,  with  the  addition  of  2s.  Id.  per  day  in  respect  of  sub¬ 
sequent  children.

able  decrease  on  the  total  for  1952,  which  was  22,890.  This  decrease 
is  largely  due  to  the  closing  of  Trernona  Road  Day  Nursery  and  to 
the  fact  that  the  increased  charges  have  been  effective  throughout 
the  year. 

The  routine  medical  inspection  of  all  children  attending  the 
nurseries  was  carried  out  every  four  months  by  an  assistant  medicm 
officer  of  health,  and  those  children  requiring  attention  were  referred 
to  the  specialist  clinics  or  their  own  doctors. 

Much  stress  is  laid  on  the  importance  of  immunisation  against 
diphtheria,  and  many  parents  consent  to  this  being  carried  out  soon 
after  their  child‘s  admission. 

In  order  to  minimise  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases,  a  careful 
watch  is  kept  on  all  the  children,  and  precautionary  measures  taken 
as  soon  as  the  first  symptoms  appear.  When  a  case  does  occur,  the 
admission  of  new  entrants  is  suspended  until  the  appropriate 
incubation  period  has  expired. 
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A  system  of  priority  admission  to  the  day  nurseries  has  been 
m  operation  throughout  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  following 
categories  {a)  Mothers  who  are  separated,  have  been  deserted 
or  divorced,  widows,  and  mothers  with  illegitimate  children  (h) 
Husband  ill  or  disabled,  (c)  Mother  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
or  in  hospital,  or  sick  at  home,  (d)  Children  deserted  by  their  mother 
(<?)  Mother  deceased.  (/)  The  existence  of  housing  difficulties  where 
such  difficulties  are  detrimental  to  the  child.  From  September  on¬ 
wards  other  categories  were  also  admitted  in  an  effort  to  maintain 
the  numbers  attending  the  nurseries. 


Dental  Care 

As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  approximately  six  per  cent 
of  the  time  of  the  dental  officers,  is  devoted  to  the  care  of  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  and  young  children,  but  the  service  is  still 
severely  handicapped  by  shortage  of  staff.  Efforts  made  to  increase 
the  staff,  have  met  with  a  very  limited  success,  but  the  small  increase 
obtained  has  enabled  the  Sydney  House  Clinic  to  be  re-opened 
for  the  major  part  of  the  year. 

The  clinics  at  Cardigan  Road  and  Oatlands  House  have  con¬ 
tinued  to  give  service,  so  that  treatment  is  now  available  at  three 

widely  separated  centres,  tnaking  for  much  greater  convenience  for 
the  patients. 

It  should  be  possible  to  expand  this  service  in  the  near  future, 
indeed  this  is  most  desirable,  but  uncertainty  as  to  the  number  of 
dental  surgeons  available  will  dictate  a  cautious  policy. 


NUMBERS  PROVIDED  WITH  DENTAL  CARE 
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MIDWIFERY  (Section  23) 

The  Municipal  Midwifery  Service  is  staffed  by  sixteen  fully 
trained  midwives,  the  establishment  approved  by  the  Council 
being  twenty  midwives.  The  medical  supervision  of  these  midwives 
is  undertaken  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  a  non-medical 
Supervisor  of  Midwives  is  appointed  to  supervise  both  municipal 
and  private  midwives.  This  officer  makes  regular  visits  of  inspection 
in  connection  with  the  work,  submitting  periodic  reports  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Gas  and  air  analgesia  is  given  at  the  discretion  of  the  midwife, 
the  patient’s  acceptance  being  first  obtained,  and  medical  exam¬ 
ination  being  arranged  in  all  cases.  The  responsibility  for  the 
collection  and  return  of  the  apparatus  from  and  to  the  midwife’s 
residence  is  required  to  be  undertaken  by  the  patient.  In  the 
case  of  a  night  emergency  the  midwife  conveys  the  apparatus 
by  taxi.  In  a  case  of  emergency  during  the  day  when  the  patient 
is  unable  to  arrange  for  the  conveyance  of  the  apparatus,  the 
midwife  can  obtain  the  services  of  a  van  by  telephoning  the  West 
Quay  Ambulance  Depot.  All  the  municipal  midwives  are  now 
qualified  to  administer  gas  and  air  analgesia  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board. 

The  number  of  cases  receiving  analgesia  during  the  year  was 
907,  as  compared  with  851  cases  in  1952  and  816  cases  in  1951. 
The  figure  of  907  represents  81  %  of  the  maternity  cases  attended  by 
domiciliary  midwives  during  the  year.  Demonstrations,  showing 
the  gas  and  air  apparatus  in  use,  are  still  given  at  the  ante-natal 
clinics  and  at  the  mothercraft  classes,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
these  demonstrations  have  been  largely  responsible  for  the  con¬ 
tinued  increase  in  the  number  of  requests  from  mothers  for  the  use 
of  analgesia  at  their  confinements. 

The  municipal  midwives  attend  regularly  at  the  ante-natal 
clinics,  and  also  undertake  treatment  and  give  advice  to  their  own 
cases  at  certain  of  the  health  clinics. 

As  a  routine  measure  when  booking  cases  the  midwives  advise 
expectant  mothers  to  consult  the  private  practitioner.  The  necessary 
arrangements  have  been  made  to  enable  midwives  to  call  for  medical 
aid  when  this  is  needed. 

Provision  is  made  each  year  for  at  least  two  midwives  to  attend 
post-graduate  courses  arranged  by  the  Royal  College  of  Midwives. 
Six  of  the  midwives  act  as  midwifery  teachers  and  during  the  past 
year  twenty-one  pupils  were  received  for  a  three  months  district 
training  from  the  training  school  attached  to  the  Southampton 
General  Hospital. 
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During  the  year  58  notifications  of  intention  to  practice  in 
the  County  Borough  of  Southampton  were  received,  and  included 
in  this  number  are  practising  midwives  in  the  Southampton  General 
Hospital  Maternity  Unit,  Nursing  Homes  and  domiciliary  service. 

To  reduce  the  danger  of  infection,  the  wearing  of  caps,  overalls, 
masks  and  gloves  is  advocated.  In  all  cases  where  infection  occurs, 
the  midwife  is  replaced  immediately  by  a  horne  nurse,  and  the 
midwife  and  her  appliances  are  disinfected.  This  is  carried  out  at 
the  Disinfecting  Station,  West  Quay,  under  the  supervision  of  a 
trained  nurse,  or  at  the  home  of  the  midwife  during  the  week-end 
if  the  infection  is  not  of  a  serious  nature.

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There  are  now  six  municipal  midwifery  teachers  for  the  district. 
During  the  year  twenty-one  pupils  were  received  for  a  three  months’ 
period  from  the  training  school  attached  to  the  Southampton 
General  Hospital,  and  all  were  successful  in  obtaining  Part  II  C.M.B. 
certificates. 

The  arrangements  made  during  1948  with  a  local  hire-service 
firm  for  taxis  to  be  supplied  as  a  priority  for  the  conveyance  of 
municipal  midwives  to  and  from  their  cases  between  the  hours 
of  10  p.m.  and  6  a.m.  have  continued  throughout  the  year.

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HEALTH  VISITING  (Section  24) 

The  staffconsists  of  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  seventeen 
:  health  visitors  and  one  tuberculosis  health  visitor,  the  establishment 
■being  one  Superintendent  and  twenty-one  health  visitors.  With  the 
1  exception  of  the  tuberculosis  health  visitor,  who  covers  the  whole  of 
the  Borough,  an  area  of  the  Borough  is  allocated  to  each  health 
i  visitor,  who  as  school  nurse  also  works  in  the  schools  within  her 
area.  In  addition  to  the  visitation  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
land  young  children,  the  health  visitors  make  visits  in  connection 
with  the  ophthalmia  neonatorum  regulations,  the  tuberculosis  regula¬ 
tions,  infectious  disease,  the  School  Health  Service,  and  aged  persons. 
Home  visits  are  made  at  the  request  of  general  medical  practitioners, 
land  upon  the  receipt  of  discharge  notifications  from  the  local 
ihospitals  in  respect  of  child  patients.  Follow-up  work  is  undertaken 
in  connection  with  the  Prevention  of  Illness  and  After-Care  of  the 
;Sick  Scheme. 

An  approved  training  course  for  student  health  visitors  is  held 
at  the  Southampton  University.  Students  must  undertake  to  serve 
the  Corporation  for  fifteen  months  after  qualification.  During  the 
mine  months’  training,  travelling  expenses,  enrolment  fees,  tuition 
fees  for  the  course,  and  examination  fees  are  paid  by  the  Local 
Authority,  and  a  grant  of  £5  is  made  towards  the  purchase  of 
reference  and  text  books.  In  special  circumstances  a  candidate 
failing  in  the  first  attempt  is  given  a  second  opportunity  to  pass  the 
examination.  During  the  past  year  one  applicant  has  been  accepted 
as  a  sponsored  student  of  the  Southampton  County  Borough

Council.  The  Rushcliffe  recommendation  that  health  visitors  should 
attend  refresher  courses  at  five  yearly  intervals  has  been  accepted

HOME  NURSING.  (Section  25) 

The  present  staff  consists  of  a  superintendent,  a  deputy  super¬ 
intendent,  and  twenty-five  full-time  including  one  male  nurse,  and 
three  part  time  district  nurses  the  establishment  being  thirty  full-time 
nurses. 

The  service  operates  from  the  Nurses  Home  at  Winn  Road 
where  residential  accommodation  is  available. 

General  practitioners  requiring  the  services  of  a  district  nurse 
apply  to  the  Superintendent  direct.  The  hospital  almoners  also 
approach  the  Superintendent  in  connection  with  patients  dischargeo  i 
from  hospital  and  requiring  the  services  of  a  district  nurse.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION  (Section  26) 

Advice  concerning  vaccination  and  diphtheria  immunisation 
is  given  by  the  health  visiting  staff  and  by  medical  officers  at  the 
Child  Welfare  and  School  clinics.  In  addition  publicity  drives  are 
organised  to  coincide  with  the  national  publicity.  A  birthday 
“greetings”  card  is  sent  to  the  parents  of  each  child  approaching 
the  age  of  one  year  recommending  protection  against  diphtheria. 
The  medical  officers  undertaking  medical  inspections  at  ^school  and 
examinations  at  the  school  clinics  recommend  “boosting”  injections 
of  diphtheria  prophylactic.  Immunisation  against  whooping  cough 
is  given  upon  request  being  made  by  the  parents. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

At  the  present  time  76  medical  practitioners  have  agreed  to 
take  part  in  the  local  health  authority’s  arrangements,  and  during 
the  year  a  total  of  1,625  vaccinations  were  carried  out.  The  following  a 
table  gives  detailed  information  on  the  subject  and  has  been  prepared 
on  similar  lines  to  the  official  return  required  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health.

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 

A  publicity  campaign  to  encourage  parents  in  accepting 
immunisation  for  their  children  was  organised  to  commence  m 
September. 

Advantage  was  taken  of  press  advertisements  and  poster: 
publicity.  Special  slides  were  also  shown  at  various  cinemas  in  the 
town.  In  addition,  propaganda  leaflets  were  distributed  at  the  welfare 
centres  and  clinics.  Printed  letters  with  consent  forms  appended, 
were  distributed  by  head  teachers  of  all  infant  schools. 

A  total  of  1,890  children  received  a  complete  course  of 
immunisation  during  the  year,  and  of  this  number,  1,117  were  dealt, 
with  at  the  various  clinics.  The  remaining  773  were  h'cated  ny' 
private  practitioners.  Booster  courses  were  also  given  to  2,Uy-5' 
children,  1,744  at  clinics  and  349  through  private  practitioners.

In  my  report  for  the  year  1952  1  drew  attention  to  the  apparent 
i  halt  ,n  the  increase  in  the  demand  for  ambulance  facilities  evident 
.  m  preceding  years  and  I  made  mention  that  this  was  probably 
I  explained  by  the  installation  of  radio  control  in  the  ambulances 
!  during  April  of  that  year.  A  study  of  the  figures  for  the  past  year 
j  reveals  a  continuation  in  this  downward  trend,  the  number  of  patients 
learned  by  the  ambulances  falling  by  1,036,  journeys  by  2,542  and 
rnileage  by  6,245  miles  compared  with  figures  for  the  year 
52.  The  ordering  of  ambulances  by  the  hospitals  is  now 
co-ordinated  by  one  responsible  officer  and  this  no  doubt  has 
contributed  to  the  reduction  in  the  years  figures. 

Two  new  ambulances  were  added  to  the  fleet  during  the  year 
pne  of  these  replacing  an  obsolete  vehicle  which  has  now  been 
disposed  of,  bringing  the  total  number  of  ambulances  to  nine. 

A  sitting  case  ambulance  was  acquired  in  .luly  and  is  stationed  at 
Ambulance  Headquarters.

DOMESTIC  HELP  (Section  29) 

The  Domestic  Help  Scheme  provides  lor  cases  coming  within

(a)  Housewives  falling  sick.

The  workers  engaged  on  cases  of  sickness  or  infirmity  are 
:  employed  on  a  regular  basis  for  either  full-time  or  part-time  duties 
,  but,  owing  to  the  uncertain  nature  of  the  maternity  cases,  it  is  found 
j  convenient  to  maintain  a  separate  pool  of  helpers  to  be  available 
j  tor  this  work,  as  and  when  required.  It  is,  however,  difficult  to 
(  retain  casual  workers,  owing  to  the  infrequency  of  employment. 

Although  there  continues  to  be  a  considerable  number  of 
enquiries  tor  help  to  be  supplied  in  maternity  cases,  very  few  proceed 
I  with  the  application  after  they  are  aware  of  the  charge  to  be  applied 
apparently  preferring  to  make  private  arrangements. 


There  also  seems  to  be  a  general  reluctance  to  pay  a  charge 
approaching  the  full  cost  of  the  service  in  all  other  categories  even 
when  the  family  income  is  quite  substantial. 


The  demand  lor  help  for  the  chronic  sick,  aged  and  infirm 
continues  to  form  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  number  of  cases 
dealt  with.  Usually  these  cases  are  not  required  to  pay  anything 
tor  this  service  or,  if  a  charge  is  made,  it  is  very  small,  and  the  demand 
IS  sometimes  m  excess  of  the  immediate  supply. 

From  time  to  time,  applications,  which  are  treated  as  normal 
requests,  are  received  for  the  provision  of  Home  Helps  in  the  homes 
ol  tuberculosis  patients,  only  volunteers  being  used  for  these  cases  ; 

lit  this  type  of  case  continues  to  be  a  problem  as  there  are  very 
lew  helpers  who  are  prepared  to  undertake  this  work,  and  those 
who  have  volunteered  are  fully  employed  on  these  cases. 


Ihe  assessment  of  the  charge  payable  for  help  supplied  is 
based  on  the  scale  recommended  by  the  Association  of  Municipal 
Corporations.

MENTAL  HEALTH  (Sections  28  and  51) 

The  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  placed  upon  the  Council 
certain  duties  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  1890 
to  1930,  and  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts,  1913  to  1938.  All  matters 
relating  to  the  discharge  of  the  functions  of  the  local  health  authority 
are  referred  to  the  health  committee,  which  appointed  a  mental 
health  sub-committee  to  administer  the  mental  health  service. 

The  duties  of  the  authority  are  briefly  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Mental  Treatment.  The  appointment  of  duly  authorised 
officers  to  take  initial  proceedings  in  providing  care  and  treatment 
for  persons  suffering  from  mental  illness. 

(2)  Mental  Deficiency.  The  ascertainment  of  defective  persons 
in  the  area  ;  the  provision  of  suitable  supervision,  training  and 
occupation  for  defectives  not  in  institutions  ;  the  taking  of  steps 
to  secure  institutional  care  or  guardianship  where  necessary. 

The  authority  may  also  make  arrangements  for  the  care  and 
after-care  of  persons  suffering  from  mental  illness  or  defectiveness. 

(i)  Administration 

{a)  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee.  This  sub-committee  of  the 
health  committee  has  seven  members,  of  whom  three  are  co-opted 
members.  Meetings  are  held  monthly. 

{b)  Staff.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  responsible  for  the 
medical  direction  and  control  of  the  service.  He  is  assisted  by  his 
deputy. 

Social  work  is  carried  out  by  two  officers  employed  full-time  by 
the  Council  ;  one  of  whom  holds  a  University  Degree,  while  the 
other  possesses  a  Certificate  in  Social  Studies. 

The  staff  of  the  Occupation  Centre  consists  of  a  supervisor  two 
assistant  supervisors,  and  a  cook. 

Four  duly  authorised  officers  are  employed  part-time,  devoting 
approximately  half  their  time  to  work  under  the  Lunacy  Acts,  an 


109 


the  remainder  of  their  time  to  district  welfare  work  for  the  welfare 
i  services  committee.  These  authorised  officers  have  had  considerable 
'  experience  of  work  under  the  Lunacy  Acts. 

(c)  Co-ordination.  The  medical  officers  of  the  hospitals  for 
mentally  defective  and  mentally  deranged  persons  have  acted  in  a 
consultative  capacity  when  necessary.  For  this  purpose  cases  have 
:  been  referred  to  the  out-patient  clinics  established  at  the  hospitals 
:  lor  mental  defectives,  and  to  the  out-patient  clinic  established  in  the 
Local  Health  Authority‘s  clinic  at  King’s  Park  Road  and  staffed  by 
I  medical  officers  from  Knowle  Hospital. 

At  the  request  of  the  Coldeast  and  Tatchbury  Mount  Hospital 
:  Management  Committee,  mentally  defective  patients  on  licence  in 
I  Southampton  from  the  institutions  controlled  by  that  committee 
have  been  supervised  by  officers  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 
The  reports  and  medical  certificates  required  when  such  patients 
were  seen  by  the  visitors  have  also  been  provided  by  the  staff  of  the 
;  department. 

Patients  on  trial  from  Knowle  Hospital,  or  out-patients 
attending  the  hospital  are  supervised  by  the  social  workers  of  the 
hospital,  who  already  know  the  patients.  The  number  of  mentally 
deranged  persons  requiring  supervision  in  their  homes  by  officers 
of  the  Local  Authority  is  very  small. 

The  psychiatrist  employed  in  the  child  guidance  clinic  has  been 
[consulted  in  many  cases  where  children  required  investigation  and 
!  treatment. 

{d)  Duties  delegated  to  Voluntary  Associations.  No  duties  have 
'been  delegated  to  voluntary  associations. 

(e)  Training  of  Mental  Health  Workers.  No  arrangements  have 
Teen  initiated  for  the  training  of  mental  health  workers. 

(ii)  Account  of  Work  undertaken  in  the  Community 

{a)  Under  Section  28,  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946  ; 

Prevention,  care  and  after-care. 

The  out-patient  clinic  in  King’s  Park  Road  provides  investi¬ 
gation  and  advice  for  mentally-ill  patients  at  an  early  stage  of  their 
illness,  and  may  be  looked  upon  as  largely  preventive  in  character. 
It  is  staffed  by  two  doctors  and  a  psychiatric  social  worker  from 
Knowle  Hospital  and  four  sessions  are  held  each  week.  Persons 
requiring  advice  about  themselves  or  their  relatives  may  consult  the 
social  worker  and  private  practitioners  may  refer  patients  for 
consultation.  The  average  weekly  attendance  at  this  clinic  has  been 
forty-six. 
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Home  Visiting.  A  few  ex-servicemen,  referred  to  the  department 
by  service  hospitals,  have  been  visited  by  the  social  worker.  Where 
necessary,  such  cases  have  been  advised  to  attend  the  out-patient 
clinic,  or  action  has  been  taken  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts. 

{b)  Under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  1890-1930, 
by  duly  authorised  officers. 

Each  officer  is  primarily  responsible  for  a  particular  area  of  the 
town,  but  arrangements  are  made  for  certain  officers  to  be  on  call  at 
week-ends  and  holiday  periods.  Calls  for  duly  authorised  officers 
come  from  doctors,  police  and  relatives  of  mentally  ill  persons,  and 
are  dealt  with  during  office  hours  at  the  Civic  Centre.  Outside  office 
hours,  calls  are  dealt  with  at  the  ambulance  station,  where  a  rota 
is  kept  of  duly  authorised  officers  on  duty. 

The  duly  authorised  officers  made  arrangements  during  1953 
for  the  admission  to  hospital  of  260  patients  as  follows  : — 

Moorgreen  Hospital  under  Section  20  of  the  Lunacy  Acts  200

Included  in  these  totals  are  a  number  of  patients  who  arrived  in 
the  port  from  overseas,  some  on  liners,  others  in  hospital  ships. 
Where  no  relative  was  available  to  take  over  the  responsibility  of 
caring  for  the  patient,  or  where  the  patient  was  too  ill  for  such 
disposal,  admission  to  hospital  was  arranged.  As  a  result  of  these 
patients  arriving  great  pressure  was  placed  upon  the  observation 
wards  at  Moorgreen  Hospital,  and  the  duly  authorised  officers 
frequently  had  difficulty  in  obtaining  vacancies.

(i)  Ascertainment .  Twenty  six  new  cases  were  ascertained 
during  the  year  1953.  The  number  of  defectives  awaiting  admission 
to  institutions  was  24  at  the  end  of  the  year.
